IN SIXTH DISTRICT

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cultural crops of the district this year 
will exceed that of last year by a sub- 
stantial amount, although in some sec- 
tions some of the crops produced have 
not equailed those of last year in ac- 
tual volume. The cotton crop is 
larger than last year in each state 
in this district except Tennessee and 
the higher price prevailing will show 
a substantially higher return to this 
section than was received for the 1921 
crop. Reports from different parts 
of the district indicate that the crop 
is being picked, ginned and marketed 
more rapidly this year than was the 
case last year, and the statement pub- 
lished by the census bureau showing 
cotton ginned, shows that 3,833,006 
bales of the present crop had been 
zinned prior to September 25, 1922, 
while only 2,920,392 bales had been 
gzinned up to that time in 1921. The 
banks are amply provided with funds 
for crop moving and harvesting, and 
report considerably tmcreased depos- 
its at the end of September in com- 
parison with the same period last 
year. 
Building Progresses: 

“There is an enormous volume of 
building in the course of construction : 
in almost all parts of the district, The 
lumber industry is seriously handicap- 
ped. however. by the transportation 
situation. and in a number of in- 
stances lumber manufacturers are _un- 
able to obtain anything like half of 
the cars necessary to move their out- 
put. Cotton mills in the district re- 
port materially better conditions than 
prevailed at this time last year, borh 
production and unfilled orders show- 
ing increases over that period. Coal 
productions in both Alabama and Ten- 
nessee during September registered de- 
clines as compared with the precedirfr 
month, due almost entirely to the 
shortage of railway equipment. Eun 
ployment conditions continue to show 
improvement, and with the railroad 
strike settled, there is almost no un- 
usual idleness.” 

For the first time since February, 
1921, reports made to the Monthly 
Business Review by department stores 
throughout the sixth federal reserve 
district show an aggregate volume 
of sales during Septmeber larger than 
those of the corresponding month a 
year ago.

Prescribed Steep Powders. 

Dr. Carl Foss, the Christler fami- 
ly physician, toid of finding the bodies 
and confirmed Dr. Mackenzie’s de- 
scription as to the position in which 
they lay.

About six months ago before Mrs. 
Carleton departed for her work on a 
chautauqna circuit in the east he 
had prescribed sleeping powders for 
her, he testified.

He also stated 
that he had operated on Mrs. Carle- 
ton to correct nervous troubles. He 
had thought she was better, he said. 

Dr. Foss said that an overdose of 
the powder, such as Mrs. Carleton 
was said to have taken, would pro- 
duce-a prolenged sleep, and_ that 
awakening from it, the victim would 
be in a haze and not responsible for 
actions. He expressed the opinion 
that such a condition might last al- 
most into the next day. Both phy, 
sicians testified to the opinion, that 
from the evidence, Mrs. Carleton was 
temporarily insane when the tragedy 
occurred. 

Acted “Queerly.” 

‘Police Chief Moran, shortly before 
midnight Friday, said he met Mrs. 
Carleton on the street. He said Mrs. 
Carleton acted “very queerly” as if to 
avoid discovery, and that she had told 
him she was waiting for some one. 

Mr. Moran also told of finding torn 
per of messages and letters in Mrs. 

arleton’s room after the tragedy. He 
stated the opinion that it would have 
been impossible for a third party to 
have been in the little hall in the 
Christler home at the time of the 
shooting. 

In the opinion of Chief Moran, the 
bullet which killed Mr. Christler was 
fired from a distance of between two 
and three feet, since it went through 
the body and lodged in the opposite 
hall. Its position in thé wall, he said, 
indicated that Mr. Christler might 
have been closing the door when the 
shot was fired. The gun which killed 
Mrs. Carleton was held close to her 
body, the discharge burning the outer 
garment, he declared. 

He said he was convinced from his

The decision asserted that the in- 
crease: was due mostly to the fact 
that higher rates of wages were be- 
ing paid for the same classes of work 
in other industries and that there 
had been no appreciable increase in 
the cost of living. 

Mr. Wharton, in his dissenting 
opinion, maintained that the “‘funda- 
mental error” of the decision rested 
on failure to inquire into “the ade- 
quacy of rates of pay established fo: 
section men and unskilled laborers.” 
He asserted that rates of pay in 
other industries of similar character 
should be made a secondary con- 
sideration and that th: prime factor 
te be considered was whether the rates 
fixed were just and reasonable, which 
he said meant an adequate and living 
wage under the terms of the trans- 
portation act. 

Wharton's Argument. 

He maintained that the law of sup- 
ply and demand which operated in 
private industries to fix the price of 
labor should not be taken as a basis 
by the labor board. The board, he 
contended, should find what should be 
a just and reasonable wage by comput- 
ing a family budget containing the 
expenses of the average family. 

He maintained that the living wage 
principle was practical, asserting 
that added labor costs would be ab- 
sorbed in large part by increased 
efficiency of the men and by man- 
agerial ability. 

Pointing out that Mr. Wharton 
would ignore the provision of the 
transportation act directing the la- 
bor board to consider wages paid 
in other industries of similar nature 
in fixing wages, the supporting opin- 
ion declared that those responsible for 
the decision considered this as well 
as other factors set forth in the law.

Thus Rev./J. Sprole Lyons, pastor 
of the First Sena ot church, 
summed up the obvious facts relating 
to the divine inspiration which gave 
the Holy scriptures to the world, in 
a sermon Sunday morning on “The 
Inspiration of the Scriptures.”

“There are some obvious facts that 
man needs to known of the will of 
God that are not adequately reveal- 
ed in nature’s world. God’s method 
of revealing His will was by His 
spirit’s influence upon the intelligence 
and will of chosen men, yet without 
violence to their personal liberty or 
free agency, nor even literary style 
nor ordinary individual characte 
tics, God could have devised a me- 
chanical method to reveal his scrip- 
tures, such as a spiritual pen or writ- 
ing machine, but he chose a purely 
spiritual and gracious metigd by 
strengthening and. guiding an indi- 
vidual Christian so as to serve fully 
the purpose of revelation. 

“We have substantially the cor- 
rect text as put forth by the dnspired. 
writers. When it is considered that 
the original manuscripts and very 
early formation of classes of types of 
copies of the holy scriptures which 
have been translated into all the lan- 
guages of the world, have been 
brought together and compared with 
the present consolidation of the word 
of God, is it not a wonderful thing 
to know that not a single fact is 


wrong. 

“In spite of the numerous varia~ 
tions of spelling and minor matters 
of narration, there is absolutely not 
one shadow of doubt cast tipon a 
single fact or doctrine essential fo 
the great spiritual purpose or message 
of the scripfures. The wonderful 
mmity of the Bible in teaching about 
God, sin, holiness, uniform principles 
of ethics and duty. is revealed in its 
covers and not one single allitera; 
tion conflicts with another.”

Week’s Survey Shows Rec- 
ord-Breaking Quota-_ 
tions for Week. ae 


New Orleans, October 29.—After 
repeatedly making new high levels tor 
the season during the tirst halt of 
this last week, the cotton market took 
on something of a reactionary feeling 
although on the close it again made 
a show of strength. At the hignest 
levels prices were 63 to 71 points over 
the close of the preceding week with 
December up to 23.81 cents a pound. 
Un the close December stood at 23.56 
with the list at-net gains of 38 to 42 
points. In the spot department prices 
gained 25 points on middling in the 
net results, that grade closing at 23.25 
which price compared with 20.50 as 
the closing price this week last year. 

The advances of the week were made 
mainly as the result of exceedingly 


favorable accounts from the spot mark- 


tes of the south and from the cotton 


goods markets of the country, the lat- 


ter being bullish enough to more than 


offset unfavorable trade and. political 


reports from abroad. ‘The gist 


spot news was that the demand Was 


strengthening and that offerings were 
becoming less liberal with a decided 
upward slant to prices. There were 
further reports from many sections of 
the interior that cotton was all out of 
the fields and the greater part wt it 


sold. The market worked up a great 
deal of excitement over report from 
mill centers, telling of eee heavy 


purchases of cloths of all description 
for many months ahead. The most 
telling of these reports was to the ef- 


fect that a large automobile concern 
had bought up the entire output for 
months ahead of four large mills in 
New England which make a specialty 
of cloth used in the manufacture of 
automobiles. 


The October position’ was wound up 


by tenders, on its last notice day, of 
9,000 bales which brought total ten- 


ders during the month up to 70, 

bales. These tenders were eagerly 
taken up, one spot firm alone being 
credited with receiving 53,000 bales. 


The eagerness with which cotton was 


received on contracts was held up as 
ar illustration of the strength of the 
spot demand. 

The ginning statistics of the week 


from the census bureau, counting the 


output. to the 18th of October at 
6,962,034 bales, just about met ex- 
pectations, but their after effect 
seemed to be, for a while at least, to 
eatse estimates of the total crop 
to be raised moderately. For a while 
there was much talk of-a crop of 
anywhere from 10,000,000 up to 10,- 
500,000 bales, byt on the closing ses- 
sion a private estimate of 9,640,000 
bales was issued which attracted con- 
siderable attention. This coming 
week interest in ginning will increase 
because the fourth ginning period 
will end Tuesday night and the fiz 
ures, due from the census burean on 
November 8, will be used as a check 
against crop estimates. Late this 
coming week the market is likely to 
be affected by private bureau re- 
ports on ginning.

THAT FAT FEELING. 
For a long time I have. wondered

Two Carloads of Laborers 
Leave Albany to Work 
‘in North. 


Albany, Ga., October 29.—(Special.) 
Evidences are rather plentiful that 
another ‘exodus of negroes from this 
section to western states is about to 
begin. Indeed, it bas already begun. 
Within the last few days two coaches 
filled with negro men and well-grown 
boys have left Albany for Steuben- 
ville, Ohio, where it is understood all 


are to be given employment in a steel 
mill. More than $2,500 in railroad 
fare was advanced for the two lots 
of passengers, There were no Alba- 
ny negroes in the lot, but they were 
recruited in several neighboring coun- 
tis and met here by appointment to 
begin the trip to Ohio. 

It is understood that labor agents 
are still at work in this section, They 
have been careful to comply with all 
laws by taking out licenses and reg- 
istering with the municipal authorities 
in various towns where this procedure 
is required, and it is understood sev- 
eral additional coach loads:of men and 
boys recruited largely on the farms 
will leave ina few days. Some of 
the negroes have stated that they 
expect ts return to Gevrgia in the 
early spring. They believe that tne 
wages promised them in Ohio will 
make it possible for them to save 
something, and they will get back 
ome in time to begin making next 
year’s crop. 

But a number of those who have 
gone, and others who are preparing 
to go, have stated that their familles 
will follow them in a short time. They 
have been assured by the local agenrs 
that their wives can get employment 
in Ohio, and that they will be able ro 
send their children to good schools. 
Farmers are a little apprehensive 
over the outlook, for although there 
was sufficient farm labor this year, 
there was none to spare, and a con- 
siderable migration of colored farm 
help would be seriously felt.

McCauley Loses Five ~

If you are buying vegetables at 
this time to store for the winter, 
do not be too hasty. Consider only 
those that can safely be stored, then 
choose good specimens. . Tuberous 
vegetables, such as carrots, turnips, 
beets, will keep well, if you choose 
perfect vegetables of medium. size. 
Avoid those of extremely large or 
distorted shapes; and when you have 
made your selection, pack them in 
us earth or sand. 

o not buy too many sweet pota- 
toes, as these spoil quickly, and 
should be selected only in small 
quantities. Get good firm ones. 

In selecting apples for storage, the 
important point is to close perfect 
ones, because one slightly rotten ap- 
ple will start many others to decay. 
Get hard apples, and then keep them 
in a very cold place. They keep 
best in a temperature almost down to 
the freezing point. 

If you have a good cool cellar it 
will be economy to buy your winter 
and spring supply of apples and 
vegetables in the autumn when they 
are cheapest.

IN MEMORIAM 


When Madame'Bizien died last wees, 
Atlanta lost not merely a good wom- 
an, but an institution. She brougfit 
a bit of real France to America, 
but so modestly, so harmoniously as 
to merge it easily into Atlanta’s 
life, and thus most graciously to ex- 
pand the culture of this partiquilar 
corner of her adopted country.

THE SUCCESSFUL MOTHER-IN- 
LAW. ° 


A letter friend who is about to be- 
come a mother-in-law by the marriage 
of her son, and who is to live with 
the young folks asked me if I thought 
is possible to be a successful mother- 
in-law and how I thought the thing 
could be done. 

If she weren’t going to live with 
them, but near them, the thing would 
be much simpler. For each family its 
own home as long as possible, even if 
the separate homes are not as expen- 
sive as the double one might be, is to 
my mind the safest way. But if she 
must live with them, she must, and 
these are the suggestions I should 
e: 

The home should be the daughter- 
in-law’s and she should be mistress of 
it. Hard for the mother who hag been 
used to being mistress in her own 
home? Yes hard, but fair. She has 
been mistress, she has had her turn 
and now it is the younger woman’s 
turn. If there must be only one home 
it belongs to the daughter and she 
should be its mistress. 

She Shouldn’t Criticize. 


The mother-in-law should absolute- 
ly respect this position just as she 
would respect the position of any 
woman with whom she was visiting 
or with whom she was, boarding. She 
should not think of interfering with 
the management of the home in any 
way any more than she would in that 
case, She shouldn’t criticise the way 
things are done, she shouldn’t give or- 
ders to the maid (except through the 
daughter), she shouldn’t ever usurp 
the younger woman’s prerogatives as 
head of the table or pourer of the 
tea. -New. mistresses of households 
ae Slways jealous of ‘such prerdga- 
ives. r " 
| She should remember that no mat- 
ter how much they may love her, the 
young folks will love her still more if 
she gives them plenty of chances to 
be alone. A _ private sitting room 
would help out a lot. If this is im- 
possible, her room should be made 
attractive with comfortable chairs and 
proper lighting so that she will not 
mind sitting there of an evening some- 
times, or entertaining her friends 
there. Some little arrangement..so 
that she can make tea in her own 
room for guests would help a lot. 

Let Them Eat Alone Sometimes. 

She should cultivate friends and 
keep up interests outside the home so 
that she will not be dependent on the 
voung people’s companionship. When- 
ever possible she should go out to 
meals and give the young folks a 
chance for a meal tete a tete. The 
tactful mother-in-law will . accomplish 
this by taking a tray to her room 
now and then if there is no other way. 
As to household tasks that ought to 
be a matter of fair arrangement made 
between the two womén, each to do 
certain specific tasks, or to be willing 
to help the other out as emergencv 
arises. In one home of which I 
know, there are two mothers-in-law, 
yet there is no trouble about house- 


hold tasks because there is a set rou- 


tine. 

Not to Think With Her Heart. — 

The mother-in-law will have a bet- 
ter chance of success if she is deter- 
mined to do two things. One, not 
to be blinded by maternal feeling in 
her attitude toward the two. Not 
to make up her mind (or her heart, 
many mothers think with their hearts) 
that her child is justified and right, 
but try to be fair minded. And the 
other is not to express such f 
or give advice unless it is asked for 
and then very cautiously and spar- 
ingly. 

‘“All very well” EI can hear some 
mother-in-law saying. “Of course, if 
a mother will give up in every way 
she can get along. But what is the 
daughter-in-law to do toward making 
things go smoothly? What's her con. 
tribution ?”’

New York, October 29.—The trend 
toward better business in industrial 
and’ commercial circles has undergone 
no apparent change during the past 
week, Railway car loadings remain

CANDLER BUILDING 
GETS NEEDED BATH 


Some people in Atlanta have been 
going about lately with a crick in 
their necks. Rearing their heads 
hack—rubbering —to see two artists 
high up on scaffolds on the side of 
the tall Candler building is probably 
the cause. 

These workmen were giving—and 
are still giving—the Candler build- 
ing a much-reeded bath. Smoke and 
dust and other particles 
through the air had completely hidden 
the beautiful exterior of this building. 
Today it looks—where the artists have 
gone over it-rlike a chimney sweep 
who had emerged from a bath. The 
cleaned portions, which is now neur- 
ly all of the exterior, are as spot- 
lessly white as when first erected, 
many years ago. Up to the third 
story the material is handsome mz:ir- 
ble. From there to the top the re- 
mainder is glazed terra cotta, bur 
all on a beautiful marble ap- 
pearance, The job will soon be fin- 
ished. 

This cleaning work is being done 
by the Weatherproof Cleaning com- 
pany, of Atlanta and Richmond. A 
chemical process is used which has 
all the elements necessary to clean the 
exterior thoroughly, but any of the 
liquid or mist falling upon those be- 
low does no more harm than plain 
water, as it loses its stronger chem- 
ical qualities after striking the walls.

Atlanta—where, perhaps, their lives 
would have been endangered by some 
careless autoist.
